Parsonage and Let Contract. 


Several chanegs in the plans fur the 
new S t James Lutheran church were 
made on Sunday at a congregational 
meeting beld after the usual morning 
church service iii Brua Chapel. 
The 
contract for the new 
parsonage 
was 
awarded to William Ii. Johns at a bid 
of $3900. 
One of the changes was the substitu­ 
tion of Peach Bottom slate for asbestos 
shingles. 
It was found that any as­ 
bestos shingle but the gray would cost 
more than the slate and other objec 
tions were also offered to the roof us 
originally specified. 
The original plans also provided for 
New Oxford bricks. This was changed 
atfer some consideration to the bricks 
of the Auburn Shale Brick Company 
manufactured at Gettysburg. 
The committee reported that Mr. A. 
A. Hitcher, the architect, would charge 
$450 to supervise the erection of the 
new structure and recommended bis: 
employment in view of the fact that 
the committee did not care to take upon 
itself the responsibility of this work. 
Their recoininendation was accepted. 
Mr. Hitcher bad charged $1030 for coin 
pleted plans, his entire compensation 
now amounting to $1300 or five per 
cent of $30,000, the first 
idea of the 
new 
huildiug’s cost. 
This 
is the 
usual percentage allowed an architect. 
Toe new jmrsonage will lie built of 
the same materials as the church 
R 
will tie two stories in height, 30 x 40 
feet, and will contain eleven 
rooms. 
It will contain 280 square fi etJless than 
the present bouse. 
Two bids were: 
presented,one by Mr. Johns for about 
(4400 and one by J. Francis 8 tai Ism i th , 
for a little over $100 more. 
The com 
mittee felt that either of these was 
more than the congregation wanted to j 
spend and the plans were changed, the 
contract tben tieing awarded to Mr. 
Johns at $3900.

BIS KAC H CROP 


South Mountain (leach growers say 
the condition of the peach buds is ta t­ 
ter now than at the same period in 
many yeara. 
The season is fully two 
weeks hack, which renders the buds 
less liable to tie frozen, 
it will 
re 
quire from IO to 15 days of continued 
warm weather to bring out the bios 
Bolus. 
By that time the danger period 
should he passed. 
Smithsburg growers in recent yeurs 
have been more fortunate than the 
growers having orchards in the lower 
altitudes. 
In the past eight year* the 
growers round Smithsburg have secur­ 
ed seven good crops. It would appear 
that the peach crop is a surer thing in 
that section than in the valleys. 
The 
average elevation of the orchards in 
the Smitbsburg’lielt is from* 200 to 400 
feet above the average orchard in the 
valley and the chance of the destruc­ 
t s by frost of the buds is much less. 
Experience has demonstrated that 
tile buds will freeze more quickly in 
tile valleys than in the elevated sec­ 
tions. 
Sometimes a crop on tile ele­ 
vated tielt is saved by a degree or two 
in temperature, which means a great 
deal to the grower. 
Some fruit growers predict that in 
side of IO year* the fruit production of 
Maryland will he enorm ous-the in­ 
crease in production tieing much great­ 
er in pro|iortion than the increase in 
population. 
The result will tie, it is 
thought, cheaper prices for fruit, which 
w ill he a good thing for consumers, 
hut it will also result in diminished 
profits to the grower. 
It is said the 
nurserymen throughout the country 
for the (last several yeurs have I teen 
selling completely eut aud are unable 
to meet the tremendous demand for 
peach trees.

September Is, 1882, he was in com­ 
mand of the company until its muster 
out in 1884. 
He was in command of 
the company at the Buttle of Gettys 
burg and tills company was the only 
one from Gettysburg that was in the 
conflict here. 
Hence Cupt. Minnigh 
wa* the only commissioned officer who 
bait a command at the 
Battle of 
Gettysburg fr o m the town or county.

leges and Elections. 


W ashington, April 
IO.—Discussion 
am ong congressm en of the letter w rit­ 
ten by President T aft to R e p r e s e n ta ­ 
tive McCall, of M assachusetts, assur­ 
ing Democratic leaders in the house 
th a t he had no intention of proroguing 
congress imm ediately after the pas­ 
sage 
of 
the 
Canadian 
reciprocity 
agreem ent, let to an authorization from 
the W hite H ouse to Mr. McCall to con­ 
firm the p resident’s views. 
Mr. McCall declared th a t the presi­ 
dent wrote th a t he never had any 
idea of adjourning congress by the 
constitutional 
prerogative 
recently 
resurrected in which th e president is 
em powered with a prorogue of con­ 
gress In event of a disagreem ent be­ 
tw een the two bouses as to the tim e 
of adjournm ent. 
He called congress together for the 
one specific purpose of having the re­ 
ciprocity pact agreed upon. 
But he 
does not think it up to him —nor does 
he consider It would be wise politi­ 
cally—to draw th e rusty, unused w ea­ 
pon of the prorogue privilege for the 
purpose of putting an end to the spe­ 
cial session of a congress which may 
probably, 
he 
adm its, 
pass 
several 
m easures which may not meet with 
his approval. 
D em ocratic fears have been wonder­ 
fully allayed and the future course of 
their party imm ensely simplified by 
the announcem ent of th e president * 
purpose in this regard. 
Lorimer Men Plan Delay. 
Reopening of the Lorim er case, ex ­ 
cept for discussion, will be deferred 
until the final results of the investiga­ 
tion now being prosecuted by the Illi­ 
nois legislature are ascertained. 
A tentative program has been de- i 
cided upon by th e friends of Senator 
Lorimer. They have m ade a count of 
noses and declare they find sufficient 
votes to m ake the program effective. 
This is the plan: 
To refer the I ^ F o lle tte resolution, 
providing for an investigation by a 
special com m ittee of five new sena­ 
tors, to the com m ittee on privileges 
and elections. 
To wait until th a t com m ittee has 
been reorganized by the addition of j 
six new m em bers to the seven hold- j 
overs, who are pro-Lorimer. 
To then have the com m ittee on con J 
tingent expenses furnish the neces 
nary funds if the privileges and e lec -; 
tlons com m ittee decides to favor an­ 
other inquiry. 
To have all action, except speech- 
making, postponed until the inquiry 
at Springfield has been concluded. 
It is not known to what ex ten t sen­ 
ators will desire to discuss the new 
phases of the P r i m e r case at this 
time. 
It is expected that Mr. I At Fol­ 
lette will urge the adoption of his res­ 
olution early this week. 
He will insist that the evidence al­ 
ready developed is sufficient to w ar­ 
rant another inquiry. He will contend 
that a special com m ittee of five new 
senators should conduit the Investiga­ 
tion. He will hold that they possess 
open and unbiased minds. 
The friends of Mr. l» rim e r will hold 
that no senator may designate a com ­ 
m ittee in a resolution, th a t th e selec­ 
tion of a special com m ittee would be a 
serious affront to the com m ittee on 
privileges and elections, and th a t the 
conclusion of the present investigation 
in illinois should be reached before 
additional

Flames Sweep Four Square Miles 
of Famous District. 


AUBAMA

Nearly All the Victim* In Southern 


Exploeion Were Convicts — Only 
Forty-five Escaped Death Blast 


Scranton, Pa., April IO.—In all the 
churches 
at 
Throop 
Sunday 
there 
were prayers and special services for 
the seventy-three victims of the mine 
horror. There is crepe on every third 
house. 
From behind closed doors in 
every part of the borough came sounds 
of bitter grief. A m ajority of the vic­ 
tims were burled today. 
Burgess Oliver Simpson, of Throop, 
issued a proclam ation ordering all the 
business 
places in town to remain 
closed until noon tomorrow as a m ark 
of respect to the dead. The schools 
ire also closed until all the victims 
are burled. T heaters of Scranton and 
fraternal 
societies 
and 
lodges 
of 
Throop are arranging benefits for the 
widows and orphans. 
When the seventy-third body was 
brought to the surface the officers of 
the Price-Pancoast company announc­ 
ed that all the workings in the “tu n ­ 
nel of death” have been thoroughly 
explored and that every employe has 
been accounted for. 
P. J. O’Boyle, claim agent of the 
company, gave out the official list of 
dead. Seventy-two were company em ­ 
ployes, while Rescue Foreman Evans 
makes the total seventy-three. 
The undertakers fairly fought for 
the bodies, realizing that the com­ 
pany 
would 
stand 
a 
good 
rouud 
charge, and scenes that were disgrace­ 
ful resulted. Police authorities had to 
interfere to preserve some aspect of 
decency. 
Of the total of seventy-three dead, 
sixty-eight are men who 
could 
not 
speak English. A canvass of the fam i­ 
lies of the victims shows forty five 
widows and 137 orphans. Many of the 
foreigners had wives and families in 
Europe. 


128 DEAD INjALABAHA MINE 


123 Convict* Are Among Victims of 
Explosion. 
Banner, Ala., April IO.—The work of 
recovering bodies 
from the Banner 
mines, the result of the explosion, is 
slow. 
Twenty-three bodies have been 
taken from the mines, besides four 
dead mules. 
The definite casualty figures show 
128 men lu ail killed; two white and 
three colored free men; 111 colored 
and twelve white convicts; seventeen 
mules and one horse. 
Dr. J. J. Rutledge, governm ent ex­ 
pert In charge of the bureau of mines 
rescue car No. ti, alm ost lost his life. 
as well as Dr. L. ti Roundtree, of Wy- 
lam, Ala., and two other m embers of 
his party, in searching an entry in 
which it was reported a number of 
entombed men bad crawled, expecting 
safety. The fan stopped a few sec­ 
onds and the accum ulated afterdam p 
caused Dr. Rutledge to drop. When 
taken from the mines it was at first 
thought that he was dead. He recover­ 
ed several hours later. 
Twenty convicts dug an extensive 
ditch, which will serve as a burial 
place for th e convicts whose bodies 
are not claimed by relatives. 
While no official sia t« n e n t bail been 
made. it is believed the explosion was 
caused by safety powder being ignited 
by a lamp and followed by dust. When 
the night crew left the mines, shortly 
before the explosion happened, Night 
Fire Boss Sparks reported the condi­ 
tion of the mines as good, and the 
day shift was sent to work. 
There were 173 men in all, only five 
of whom were free laborers. The oth­ 
ers were convicts, mostly negroes sent 
up from the surrounding counties to 
serve sentences ranging from ten days 
to two years. 
Immediately following the explosion 
several of the convicts, with mining 
experience, 
discovered 
that 
black 
damp 
was 
forming. 
They at once 
spread tho alarm to those who were 
not instantly killed by the blast, and 
many started a race with death to the 
entrance. 


Find Manufacturer’* Body. 
Lancaster, Pa., April IO— Boys found 
a badly decomposed body in 'the Con- 
estiga at Engleaide. It is supposed to 
be that of John Ruth, a well known 
cigar m anufacturer, who disappeared 
several m onths ago. The disappear­ 
ance of Ruth caused a sensation. He 
was in good health and com fortable 
circum stances and is said to have Hued 
happily with his family. There was 
apparently no reason why he should 
leave the city or end his life.

Five Thousand Houses In the Habitat 
of the Geisha Girl Burned and Fire­ 
men Were Helpless to Control Blaze. 


Tokio, April l l .—Three hundred per 
sons—Geisha girls—have been killed 
and 800 Injured In a fire which de­ 
stroyed four square miles of the fa­ 
mous Yoshiwara district, noted in song 
and story as the habitat of the Geisha 
girl. 
The fire originated In the district 
at l l o’clock Sunday morning. 
Five 
thousand houses surrounding the dis­ 
trict have been burned. 
A strong wind has been blowing all 
day, and to add to the indescribable 
horror of the conflagration, which It 
seemed that no human agency could 
Btay, the water supply became ex­ 
hausted a few hours after the fire had 
broken out. 
Sunday night the flames were still 
raging fiercely. The firemen battled 
on against fearful odds, but seemed 
to make little or no headway against 
the flames. A few minutes after mid­ 
night the firemen were still uuable to 
cope with the situation. 
Regiments of soldiers were called 
out to aid the police In guarding the 
terrible scene of disaster. 
Relatives, 
friends and the morbidly curious all 
fought to gegt past the fire lines until 
the soldiers were forced to fix bayo­ 
nets to drive them back. 
The buildings In the Yoshiwara dis­ 
trict are not high, but many of the 
girls jumped from a height of three 
stories and lost their lives. The fire, 
fanned as It was by a high wind, 
swept the district with almost Incredi­ 
ble 
rapidity. 
It 
jumped from one 
flimsy structure to another In a man­ 
ner such as to remind one of the 
flashing progress of electricity. 
Many of the residents of the district 
had little or no chance to escape be­ 
yond the fast 
rushing 
flames, but 
countless others, realizing the danger 
at the first alarm, fled without pausing 
to gather valuables or keepsakes be­ 
yond the walled district and into the 
zone of safety.

no hot drum against which chicks 
crowd and get scorched and crushed; 
no soot and lamp fumes come up into 
the hover to suffocate; no hot floor 
shrivels up the chicks' legs and make 
them ( ripples. 
The heat Is overhead and radiates 
down as in nature. 
It enters from a 
lamp box outside, circulates through a 
doughnut shaped radiator in top of 
hover, and all lamp fumes are returned 
to the outside, so that this element, so 
deadly to chicks, Is entirely absent. 
The hover ventilator is on top in the 
center, aud with a regulator attached 
there is little difficulty to preserve an 
eveu tenqientture even in zero weather. 
The nursery should be kept scrupu­ 
lously clean. 
The hover should be 
cleaned every day, for lf chicks are 
compelled to breathe foul air in this 
sleeping apartm ent they are soon kill 
ed or stunted. 
For a good deodorizer, a dropping 
drier and u soft bedding we use dry 
sandy loam on our brooder floors and 
find it the I lest ever.
